| rendered of the results of the succeeding ten years, being from 
| 1811 to 1520, inclusive, and from this we gather that the average 
| quantity of ores raised was 78,560 tons, yielding 6702 tons of 
| copper, the value of which ores was 573,505/., and the average 
| standard being 117/. 178.—the highest average for any one year 
being quoted at 134/. 15s., and the lowest at 98/. 13s. By the 
tables thus embodied in the letter of “ Y. Z.,” it appears that the 
| produce of the copper mines of Cornwall during the last ten 
years, ending 1820, had increased 10 per cent on the like period 
| immediately preceding, while the standard averaged 117. bese, 
And here “ Y. Z.” observes, that in the last ten years (ending, we 
presume, June, 1840) the rate of increase, instead of being 10 per 
| cent., has been nearly threefold greater, while the decline in the 
standard has been less than one-fifth. With the view of meeting 
the question which might arise, as to the effect produced on the 
markets by the importation of foreign ores, “ Y. Z.” remarks that, 
as all the foreign ore imported is required to be exported in the 
shape of unwrought or cake copper, new markets have been 
found for its produce, without affecting the demand for Cornish 
ores—and thus he illustrates his argument. In eight years, 
being from 1818 to 1825, inclusive, the entire quantity of cake 
copper exported to France was only 274 tons, while the re. 
turns of the export of cake copper to France for eight years—viz., 
1832 to 1839, inclusive—during which period a large “quantity of 
| foreign ores have been imported, and no less than 22,786 tons 
| been shipped, being upwards of eighty times the quantity for- 
merly exported, and thus proving that the copper produced from 
foreign ores has found for itself new markets. “ Y. Z..” in reply 
to the proposition of Mr: Trerrry, that our best market for cop- 
per is at home, states that “the copper trade of this country de- 
pends entirely on its export, and the export is regulated by the 
| price ;” and further adds, “ that if the export were prohibited, the 
standard of copper would fall to 50/., until the production dimi- 
nished one-half.” A table, showing the quantity of British cop- 
per exported, and the standard in Cornwall for eight years (being 
from 1832 to 1839) accompanies this observation, and which we 
here extract, so as to enable our readers to form a judgment of the 
correctness of the arguments adduced by “ Y. Z.,” by referring to 
the data on which they are based.

Lonxvox ano Sovrn-Weererw Ratway.—We regret to announced 
the occurrence of a fatal accident upon this railway, near the Nine Elms 
station, on Saturday evening. On inquiry at the station on Motday, we 
found that this unfortunate occurrence had taken place under the follew< 
ing ctroumstanoes: — A mixed train had left Southampton at half. peat ene, 
and should have arrived at the Nine Elma station ata ter pasé five. 
From the greatwess of the lead, this train, although drawn half the @ie< 
tance by two engines, was thirty-dve minutes beyond its time, and did 
hot therefore arrive at the London station until ten minutes before aix, 
About 100 yards from the arrival-shed at Nine Elms, the engines which 
had drawn it were, as usual, detached from the train, and a pepe by wich 
the carriages was drawn under the arrival.shed was fastened to them. 
Unhappily, as this operation was proceeding, the fest train, which had 
left Southampton at three o'clock, and which became due at Nine Blas 
at six o'clock, arrived; and owing to the hay state of the atmosphere, 
and the omission of the person who had the earo of the signal lamp, the 
driver of this train wag wot aware that bis passage into the shed wonld 
meet with any obstruction, and a collision between the traing was the 
comsequenee, and we regret to state, the effect omthe fret train was very 
serious. A female servant, named Catharine Andrews, who was edated ip 
the last carriage, was killed by the shock. Her fellow-servant, aliiengh 
seated beside her, but little injury.
